A MONSTROUS STEAL. 

It is to be feared that during the last week 
of the session Congress will pass a bill which 
has been favorably reported conferring upon 
JAY GouLD and C. P. HUNTINGTON a free 
gift of 14,000,000 acres of land valued at $25,- 
000,000. This‘is the land grant which the 
Texas Pacific Road may earn by extending 
its line between the western boundary of 
Texas and the Pacifie Coast, but of which it 
has not earned an acre by building a single 
mile of the propesed extension. Nihetv miles 
east of the western boundary of Texas the 
‘Texas Pacific met HUNTINGTON’s Southern 
Pacific and stopped there. HUNTINGTON’S 
road was built from the eastern boundary of 
California through Arizona and New Mexico 
to a junction with the Texas Paciiie in 
Texas, with the proceeds of the great Cen- 
tral Pacifie and Credit Mobilier robberies, 
and without the promise of a single acre of 
land. Now it is proposed by the pending 
bilis to enable these roads to consolidate in 
such a way that the cousolidated companies 
will be entitled to all the lands which 
the ‘Texas Pacific might have earned by 
building through to the Pacific, in addition 
to the lands already granted to the Southern 
Pacific along its line in California. 

‘Lhe passing of such a bill would be a con- 
tinuation of that most outrageous and dis- 
graceful chapter of American history which 
records the dealings o1 the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial departments of Government 
with the railroad corporations.” In less 
than twenty years the latter were given over 
200,000,000 acres of the people’s patrimony, 
and all the provisions of the grants. which 
seemed to forbid the conversion of this vast 
elpire of Jandintoa tax-free land monopoly 
have been Overruled and nhullitied by the 
Supreme Court. ‘That august body has 
twisted ang turned its own decisions and in- 
terpretations of law at the behest of the 
corporation monopolists, until it has made 
for itself a record as indefensible as the 
dirtiest court that TWEED ever owned and 
controlled in his palmiest days. Depart- 
ment rulings have -been made in 
the same shameless and defiant spir- 
it, by which the monopolists have 
been enabled to gobble up an illegal excess 
of more than 10,000,000 acres of indemnity 
Jands, and all this has been done simply to 
enable a dozen self-confessed bribe-givers to 
ainass in a few years over $500,000,000 and to 
control property worth $5,000,000,000, there- 
by mastering all departments of Government 
and wielding a corrupting and predatory 
power such as has never before been exer- 
cised by so few men on this earth. 

A new grant of 14,000,000 acres to GouLD 
and HUNTINGTON, for nothing but the bribes 
which they: may pay for Congressmen’s 
votes, might turn out to be that last feather 
which proverbially breaks the camel's back.

We are told that innumerable squirrels

to rid the country of those pests. It is to be 
hoped that this movement will proceed with 
more caution and circumspection§ than 
attended the introduction of the English 
sparrow. We expected the sparrow to rid 
us of caterpillars, moths and all manner of 
insects injurious to trees; but our climate 
has changed his appetite without impairing 
his amazing fecundity, and all he has done 
for us has beén to drive away all our 
song-birds and fill the air of our cities with 
his “‘weary, day-long chirping, like high- 
elbowed grigs in summer grass.” If the 
mungoose had wings, and could be war- 
ranted to clean out the English sparrow, all 
American cities would joyfully welcome the 
mungoose. But he seems to be good for 
snakes, rodents and such vermin only, and, 
like the sparrow and all other immigrants 
to this country, he may, inageneration or 
two, get far above his original business and 
become either a disorderly loafer or a 
bloated monopolist. It does not appear that 
the boasted prowess &f the mungoose has 
appreciably diminished the swarms of venom- 
ous serpents and other vermin that infest 
India, and in this country he may prove 
himself a worse nuisance than any we now 
have. “Rather bear the ills we have than 
fly to others that we know not of.” 


Tue fire in the Penitentiary yesterday, 
the first account of which appeared in our 
extra edition, is of course to be regretted, 
but it is hard to see how it could have been 
prevented, and no blame should attach either 
to the State or to the management of tlie 
Penitentiary. The policy of making the 
Penitentiary self-supporting involves the 
necessity of carrying on trades in which 
combustible materials rnust be used and al- 
ways Kept on hand, and no watchfulness or 
strictness of discipline can prevent a des- 
perate convict from starting a fire among 
these materials, and if he has accomplices to 
prevent the fire service from being used 
the fire will certainly destroy valuable 
property. But the success with which the 
revolt of the prisoners was managed speaks 
very well for the efficiency of the discipline, 
and, although the State’s pecuniary loss is to 
be regretted, all of that depends on the 
question as so whether or notitis good 
management in the State to carry its own in- 
surance. It would have been no loss if the 
ringleader had been shotin his attempt to 
escape, but as he and his fellow-rioters wil!

“MAGGIE LUCAS.” 
The Story of a Morgan Raider and His 
Mare. 


Frem the Louisville Commercial. 


Maggie Lucas, a mare that went through 
three years of the hardest service of the war 
of the rebelion, is 34 years old. The mane 
and tail of the hardy little animal are deeply 
streaked with gray. She has lost the sight 
of the left eye and is semewhat deaf, but 
she is as frisky and lively in the barn-yard 
as most animals twenty-five years her junior. 
‘Maggie Lucas” is an historical mare. She 
was ridden by Mr. John H. Whallen through 
allof thedaring raids of John H. Morgan, 
and for three years was ridden in the courier 
service, the most toilsome and Qangerous 
branch of war service. Her owner, Mr. 
Whallen, paid the old mare a state visit the 
other day, and spent an hour amid the recol- 
lections of the past, and in resuming the al- 
most human intimacy that once existed be- 
tween the intelligent animal and_ himself. 
She was found at Miller’s farm, five miles 
from the city, on the Eighteenth street road, 
where she has been kept in ease and comfort 
for years, and where she will remain until 
death claims her gallant spirit. At first she 
did not‘recognize her old master, who was 
wrapped up in a heavy overcoat, and frisked 
away from him with the spirit of a colt, but 
with the heavy movementof age in her limbs. 


But when she was cornered, and he called 
her name in her ear, she looked up quickly 
and then, recognizing the well-remembere 
voice, laid her head along his arm and stood 
gentle and quiet while he patted her head 
and talked of the adventures they had seen 
together. : 

Mr. Whallen obtained the mare in 1862. 
He was at that time a boy of 14 years and 
had beeninthe serviceayear. He was a 
courier and had many along and rapid ride 
to make, but the gallant mare never was 
sick and seemed never to tire, going all day 
ina “lope.” She wasinall the skirmishes 
and fights in Indiana and Ohio and Ken- 
tucky, and was ridden away vy her owner 
from Granville, Tenn., on the day that Mor- 
gan was betrayed and killed. 

At the close of the war Mr. Whallen sur- 
rendered at Mount Sterling, and, wishing 
to keep his mare, he left her in the country, 
and after surrendering his arins, returned 
to her. He was arrested, however, at Lex- 
ingtou because he had not surrendered 
the animal, and she was confiscated, He 
made every effort to keep trace of her,.de- 
termined to buy her as svon as he had made 
enough money. Inthis he was disappoint- 
ed, as she was sold and he could not find her. 
Years passed, and one day while he was 
standing on the river bank at Portland he 
saw a colored man ride his mare on the fer- 
ry-boat. He recognized her at sight, and, 
hurrying down to the boat, waiked up to 
the colored man, who was astride of her, and 
said: 

“Uncle, you’ve got my horse there, sure.” 

‘Bless yeur soul, honey,”’ said theold man, 
“I’ve had this mar’ nine years and bought 
her in the bluegrass.” 

‘Well, she used to be mine,” persisted Mr. 
Whailen; ‘“‘thatis, I think it is the same 
mare. If itis, she won’t varry double.” 

With this he put hands on the mare’s 
rump and she _ kicked vigorously. “And,” 
continued Mr. Whailen, ‘‘this is her nate,” 
and he called out behind her, ‘‘Maggie!”’ In 
an instant the mare whirled around, almost 
unseating her rider. 

Mr. Whallen gave $26 and a side-saddle for 
the mare, and used her for several years in 
his buggy. Then, as she got old, he sent her 
to the country,where he pays $80 a year board 
for her. Foralongtime he had difficulty 
in paying his own board, but the mare was 
never allowed to suffer, and he intends to 
keep her in comfort and ease until death 
ends her life. 

If ‘‘Maggie Lucas” is alive in June she 
will be taken to ig, tothe reunion of 
Morgan’s command. Nearly every soldier 
knew her and her boy rider well. When she dies 
Mr. Whallen intends to havethe frame and 
hide preserved, and will keep them in re- 
membrance of her faithfulness and intelli- 


gence. The funeral will be a memorial occa- 
sion,and all of Morgan’s men will be invited to 
attend to hear the oration of some one capa- 
ble of doing justice to so suggestive a theme.

The Story of Ananias and Sap- 
phira--Lesson Acts V: 1-11.

The triumph of Peter and John before the 
Sanhedrim infused new courage inte the 
hearts of the disciples, and the fresh descent 
pf the Spirit, in answer to their united pray- 
ers, intensified the mutual love and: self- 
sacrifice of Pentecost, “With great power 
gave the apostles witness of the resurrection, 
and great grace wasupon them all,” so that 
private property was freely surrendered to 
the common treasury, from which the needs 
of the poor were generously met. There was 
in no sense a forced community of goods, but 
every one, acting freely and independently, 
brought tothe common fund such offerings 
as love and mutual sympathy dictated. A 
notable example of this disinterested 
Christian love owas that of Barna- 
bas, who, in reality as in 
name “The Son of Consolation,” ‘having 
land. sold it, and brought the money and 
laid it at the apostles’ feet.”” In striking 
contrast with this act of generous self-sac- 
rifice was 

THE HYPOCRISY OF ANANIAS. 

Verses 1-4, But a certain man named Ananias 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a possession, (2) anc 
kept back part of the price, his wife also being 

rivy to it. and brought a certain part, and laid it 
at the apostles’ feet. (3) But Peter said, Auanias, 
why hath Satan filled thy heart to lietothe Holy 
Spirit, and to keep back part of the price of the 
land? (4) While it remained, did it not remain 
thine own? and after it was sold. was it notin thy 

wer? How isitthat thou hast conceived this 
hing in thy heart? thou hast not lied unto men, 
but unto God. 

The facts in this case are few and plain. 
Ananias, whose wife knows his plan 
and eres it, sells a piece of land (v. 3) of 
which he is the owner; and instead of giving 
the whole amount realized by the sale to the 
common Christian fund, reserves a portion 
of it for his private use, and gives the re- 
mainder to the apostles, as; if it were the 
whole. Weare not told whether or not this 
piece of land was all the property he had, 
or the amount he _ retaine was a 
large or small sum. The simple _ fact 
that he intended to deceive the 
apostles; to make them believe that the sum 
he laid at their feet was the whole amount 
received from the sale of the land, whereas 
it was only a part. It was an acted lie, 

By what process of reasoning could Anani- 
as and Sapphira have brought themselves to 
consent to 50 base an act? They were pro- 
fessed disciples of Christ. They were under 
no compulsion to give even a part of their 
property to the Apostles. What motive had 
they for practicing such gross deception ? 

We may believe that their original motive 
in disposing of this piece of land was sincere 
and praiseworthy. They had seen the mu- 
tual iove and sacrifice on the part of the 
Christian community, and the joy realized 
by this fraternal and disinterested conduct. 
They, too, would share in this heavenly 
pleasure. Without counting the cost, they 
decide to dispose of their property, and 
apply itto the common needs. But when 
the money was actualivy in their hands ava- 
rice begaif to manifest itself. Why give the 
whole; would not a part answer as well? If 
they had conscientiously decided that it 
would, and brought it witha frank confes- 
sion to the Aposties, while such action would 
have revealed a meagre spirit of self-sacri- 
fice compared to thatef the other disciples, 
it would not have been sinful. But instead 
of so doing, they form ‘‘a little domestic con- 
spiracy to gaina reputation for genervus 
dealing, and at the same time to protect seif- 
ish interests, shredwdly to combine the 
service of God and the service of Mammon.”’ 
They resolve nut toresign the whoie, but 
only a part. And so they bring this remain- 
der as their offering, declare thatit is the 
whole price received for the land, and 
thus assume before the whole church the 
appearance of having done a very noble and 
generous thing. This was hypocrisy of the 
worst sort. Assuming to surrender their all 
to the disposal of the apostles, they were 
acting abrazen lie. Thus covetousness and 
vanity or a morbid desire to seem to be what 
they were not, to gain notoriety and ap- 
plause at the expense of character, made 
them hypocrites of the worst class. ‘This 
disastrous result always follows from at- 
ttmpting to reconcile the service of God with 
the service of self. (11. Kings, v: 20-27; James, 
i:8, iv:8.) 

‘The history of the Christian Church,” as 
Olshausen remarks, “‘has presented hitherto 
an image Of unsullied light. It is now for 
the first time that ashadew falls upon it.” 
It was the first great sin in the 
church after its proper organiza- 
tion. It i 8 peculiarly ag- 
gravated sin, owing to its coviness and de- 
liberation. If it is passed by unnoticed and 
unpunished, it will work irreparabie harm 
both to the members of the Christian com- 
munity and to the outside world. God can- 
not and wiil not let sin go unpunished, even 
in hischurech. The unveiling of the sin and 
its immediate punishment shall teach to all 
generations that God cannot look upon sin 
with any allowance. 

Peter becomes the divine agentin reveal- 
ing the iniquity of this secret transaction of 
Ananias and his wife. No souner is the 
money of the perjured man laid at tie 
apostie’s feet, than Peter, speaking under 
the iilumination of the Holy Spirit, 
sternly asks: “Ananias, why hath 
Satan filled thy heart lie to 
the Holy Spirit, and to keep 
back part of the price of the land?” Peter 
ascribes the sin of Ananias to the agency of 
Satan. The personality of the Deyil aud the 
fact of his influence,over men is here dis- 
tinctiy taught. Heis a person cailed “‘Sa- 
tan” or ‘‘Adversary,’’ one who lies in wait 
for or sets himself in opposition to another. 
He is also cailed the **Devil’’—diabolos—"‘the 
Slanderer,” the accuser of the brethren. 
(Rev. xii: 10.) He is the arch-liar, (John viii: 
44). The Bible throughout recognizes a per- 
sonal devil. If we had any douvt of his ex- 
istence it would vanish before the develop- 
ments of modern spiritualism, which, in its 
source and fruits, is essentially of the Devil. 
The work ot Satan in influencing the heart 
to evil, however, does not relieve men frum 
their personal responsibility for wickeu acts. 
(James iv :7 ; John xiii :2-27: Luke xx :3). And 
therefore Peter asks Ananias the pertinent 

uestion, “Why hast thou suffered Satan to 
as this?” implytng that the Devil is power- 
less over the hearts of men until they consent 
to his influence (James iv:7)., How cwouldst 
thou allow Satan to influence thee ‘to lie to 
the Holy Spirit,” to attempt to deceive the 
omniscient Spirit of God? ‘To iie to men 
s0 manifestly filled with the Holy Spirit as 
the apostles were, so completely under his 
guidance, so fully his mouth-pieces and 
agents, was in reality to lie to him. 

Having severely rebuked Ananias for al- 
lowing Satan to take entire possession of his 
heart, Peter goes on to show the specially ag- 

ravating character of the act itseif, 

t was a pertectly unnecessary _ sin. 
“While the land remained unsold, 
did it not remain thine own? ana after it 
was sold, was it not in thy power?” A 
plain assertion that Christian community of 

oods was entirely voluntary, and utterly 
unlike modern communism, which demands 
a iorced division of property. A clear afiir- 
mation that the sacrifices of the early church 
were purely voluntary; the result not of co- 
ercion either legal or apostolic, but of pro- 
found Christian love. ‘There was no possible 
excuse then for the act of Auanias. He was 
at perfect liberty to retain ail his property 
for his own use, or tosurrender a for 
the use of others.

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As this solemn question is put, the sound 
of approaching footsteps is heard at the 
door, and Peter, discerning with prophetic 
insight the judgment that. waited upon 
Sapphira’s erime, exelaimed: “Behold, 
the feet of them who have buried 
thy husband are at the door, and 
they shall carry thee out;” and 
the judgment-stricken woman falls to his 
feet a corpse. 

The judgment upon Ananias and Sap- 
phira has been citiclsed as unwarrantably 
severe. Let such eritics remember it was 
the judgment of God, not of Peter. Let such 
also bear in mind that the sin was not only 
a gross deception of men, but of God, and 
that, too, “amidst blazing evidences of God’s 
immediate presence and daily manifesta- 
tions in the Christian assemblies.”” Think, 
again, thatif sucha terrible sin had been 
allowed to pass unnoticed or more lightly 
yunished, not only the infant church would 
smo been at the mercy of hypocrites, but 
also the unparalleled love and liberality of 
the early Christians would have come under 
just suspicion for ail time. As it was, 
the worid beheld not alone thedivine abfior- 
rence of sin, but also the divine confirmation 
of the sincerity and truth of the infant 
ehurch. Men could now believe that God 
himseif walked in the churches with eyes of 
flaming fire, and that no mere profession of 
rehgion could shield a guilty sinner from 
the judgment of Him who fenders to every 
man, saint and sinner, according to his 
works. ~One such awful example that God is 
no respecter of persons was needful in the 
beginning of the Christian Church. And 
though not again. repeated, it is asure and 
clear token of what will take place at the 
great day of judgment, when all 
pretenders will be unmasked, whether in the 
visibie church or out of it, visited with teri- 
ble retribution. (Mat. vii: 20-23)

or being driven by Lady Castlereagh, his 
wife’s sister, reminds everyone of the ex- 
treme ill-luck which has attended his broth- 
er, Mr. Henrv Chaplin, ever since the 
memorable Derby which he won with Her- 
mit under the most romantic circumstances. 
Middle-aged men teil a very interesting story 
of Henry Chaplin’s wedding mangue. He 
was engaged to Lady Florence Paget, when 
on the eve of the wedding that beatiful gir! 
ran away withand married poor “Harry,”’ 
the last Marquis of Hastings and ‘Prince of 
the Plungers,’”’ whose life was of the

ry order. Mr. Chaplin was natur- 
ally enraged athis disappointment. Blight- 
ed love is bad enough, but lacérated self-love 
is worse.

Chaplin bought Breadalbane and Broomie- 
law to beat the Duke in the Derb® and thus 
revenge himself on Lord Hastings, Neither 
of the rival lovers was init. The Duke did 
notrun and Breadalbane, who started as 
good a favorite as Gladiateur, was last to the 
Frenchman’s first. It was not till two years 
after that Mr. Chaplin’s seve came off, 
and “lucky in love, unlacky at play” was 
justified asa proverb. Hastings carried off 
the lady, who is now married to Sir George 
Chetwynd, and Chaplin won the rby of 
1867 and ruined his rival, who had betted 
enormously against the horse. But luck and 
revenge have compensations. Mr. Chaplin 
was going on crutches when Hermit, with 
odds of 1,000 to 15 against him, won ina 
snow-storm, and since then, although he has 
recovered the use of his legs, he has been 
unlucky, for his charming wife, a daughter 
of the Duke of Sutherland, died after a few 
years of marriage; his political essays have 
not only failed, but have been laughed at; 
his racing accounts have bitten holes in his 
fine estates, and now his brother lies in great 


danger.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


A teaspoonful of borax put in the last wa- 
ter in which clothes are rinsed will whiten 
them surprisingly. Pound the borax so it 
will dissolve easily. This is especially gooa 
to remove the yellow that time gives to 
white garments that have been laid aside for 
two or three years. : 

Do not throw away as useless the juice left 
in the can when you send the cherries from 
it to the tables; it makes excellent flavoring 
for pudding sance. If you do not care to use 
it immediately 1t is best to scald it and put it 
in a small can and sealit. Use it in the sauce 
us freely as if it were wine. 


’ For the sake of variety try this for break- 
fast: Buy some nice pork chops, with little 
fat about them; fry them a delicate brown, 
and pour hot tomato sauce over them. Make 
a gravy. using a little of the fat fried out of 
the pork ; send to the table with baked pota- 
toes, warm corn bread and coffee. 


A light and toothsome cream cake is made 
of four cups of sifted flour, three cuns of 
sugar, one cup of butter, one of cream, five 
eggs, one cup of English currants anda 
sinall teaspoonful of soda. This makes a 
large loaf and requires an hour and a half to 
bake. It is a good plan to line the entire tin 
with paper, so that the cake can be lifted out 
without breaking. 

A little magnesia and water will sometimes
